Sweet Springs, Mo., Nov. 23.-—The 


Bank of Sweet Springs wa.s robbed 
about 3 o’clock Sunday morning, aft­ 
er the safe had been blown op-m with 
dynamite. 
The robbers escaped with 
between $3,50C and $3,600 in cur­ 


rency. 
The bank building, 
a 
two-story 
brick structure, is in Lexington ave­ 
nue in the old part of the town. 
M. 
G. Brown Is president and Ixjiiis King 
is cashier of the bank . 
The capital 
stock of the bank is $100,000. 
About 3 o’clock Sunday morning 
persons living in the vicinity ef the 
bank were awak ened by w’hat they 
believed was a revolver shot, follow­ 
ed by a second shot a few minutes 
Tate.'. 
.Jacob Stallings, a grocer, who occu­ 
pied a room in the immediate neigh­ 
borhood, raised a window to iiivesti- 
gate 
No sooner had he put his head 
out than he was commanded by a 
man who was standing guard on the 
sidewalk only a few feet distant, to 
“'rpf i,nrk thrr^ if 
3'ou don't w'ant 
your head ^hot off.” 
Tw'o shotS fol­ 
lowed the command. 
.John Idndsey, rooming on the t>p- 
f)0site side of the street from the 
hank , was awak ened by the sho‘s and 
raised his window to investigate. He, 
too, was cautioned against any fur­ 
ther effort to investigate, 
af.or 
a 
shot had been fired at him by the 
same guard who had fired at Stallings. 
Fifteen minutes later three men 
were seen to leave the hank building 
and walk ‘hast on Lexington .avenue. 
The last seen of them they were head­ 
ed toward the Missouri Pacific depot. 
The two men, who stood guard near 
the bank building, had joiiiHl 
the 
trio in the meantime. 
By this time the roomers ar Mr.s. 
Wiley’s boarding house, accompanied 
by Stallings, IPndsay and others who 
had been aroused by the explosions 
and revolver shots, hastened to the 
bank building. 
They found the glass 
front of the bu,ilding partly d» 'mol- 
ished, the lower panel of the front 
door blown out, the vault door stand­ 
ing open and the door of th^ safe 
blown off. 
The floor on the inside of 
the vault was strewm with mutilated 
currency and scatered 
about 
was 
something lik e $300 in silver which 
the robbers evidently had considered 
too lieavy to carry. 
Entrance to the building was gain­ 
ed through the front 
door, 
which 
opens on the i)rincipal street of the 
* 
The combination of the vault was 
wrenched off and the 
lock 
Mowm 
o|>en with nitre-glvcerin. after which 
the bandits attack ed the ti(r'''^lock 
ou tho safe. 
Following expert yeggmen m e’^hods. 
they used soau and nitro-glyce'iii. 
It 
required three charges to force the 
safe, which was completely wieck ed. 
one piece being blown through the 
front window, 100 feet aw’ay. 
The robbers w'ent about thei.* work 
systematically, 
first 
getting 
their 
trols by entering the Missouri Paci­ 
fic water tank tool 
house, 
section 
house and the Fisher implement com­ 
pany. 
Two men were left on guard, 
one in the front and one in the rear 
of the bank building, and these held 
the citizens at bay. 
All nearby towns w’ere ask ed by 
lelephone to be on the look out for 
the robbers. 
The exact sum Flolen 
is not k nown definitely, but it is be­ 
tween $3.500 and 53.COO—all of the 
currency that was in the .saTe and 
(was not mutilated by the two explo- 
Bions incident to the robbery. There 
w'as talk of sending for bloodhounds 
to- trace the robbers, but r.ain hez^an 
to fall and Jt was k nown the dogs 
could not fak e the scent, so tne idea 
w'as abandoned. 
There is no clew to 
the robber.s. 
it Is believed that they 
mounted horses they had hidd.ui near 
the Misouri Pacific depot and rode 
off to the southw’est-

Madrid, Nov. 23.—It 
is 
reported 


from Fez that the Moroccan imperial 


harem is about to change hands. 
Abdul Aziz bought the 200 fair Cir­ 
cassians, of which it consists, from a 
French agent of Tangier. 
These Cir­ 
cassians are women of great beauty 
and immense value. 
But they are 
corresiioiuliiigly expensive 
to 
k eep, 
and the sultan 
o f f e r e d them for sale to 
his brother, Muley 
Hafid, 
several 
week s ago. 
His brother is enormous­ 
ly wealthy, and. as his harem con­ 
sists of only ten wives, it is believed 
that a bargain will be struck . 
The consideration, it is said, is 
$100,000, thus placing a value of $500 
on each of the wives. 
If the ^ale is 
consummated there is danger of a 
“strik e” among the women of the 
sultan’s harem. 
The Moroccan ruler 
has alw'ays treated his wives wdth ex­ 
treme k indness, and they have grown 
very fond of him. 
Perhaps no other 
harem inmates in the w'orld enjoy 
such privileges and liberties 
.'is 
do 
those of the sultan’s seraglio, and up 
to tlie present time none has availed 
herself of the many opportuniiles to 
escape from the country. 
It is openly said among them that 
they W'ill refuse to enter the 1 arem 
of the sultan’s brother, 
and 
this 
threatened mutiny is lik ely to halt 
the negotiations, as usually the con­ 
sent of the inmates is nece.ssary 
Morocco before a sale of this 
can hfl effected.

Adoption of Initiative and Referen­ 
dum Gives “Drys” a Chance to 
Force

Election— 
40,000 Voters Can Do It.

within the power of fewer than 40,- 
Mjo voters of Missouri 
to 
force a 
oto on the question of constitutional 
prohibition. 
This number of voters, 
u'operly distributed, could, under the 
nit ia Uve 
and 
referendum 
amend- 
lunt recently adopted, force a vote 
on the 
qiiesUon 
without consulting 
.'le legislature. 
What is probably more interesting 
to the people who own brew'eries and 
saloons is the fact that the advocates 
;f prohibition are threatening to use 
hfir pow'er. As long as it required a 
vole of the legislature to submit the 
quesiion to the party machines could 
► op it in the back ground, but now 
h('y are jmwerless to prevent a snb- 
mission of the question, although they 
•light be a b le to hc^at such an ameiui- 
iitnt at the election. 
Tlie new amendment 
will become 
oifcctlve early next w'eek , when its 
adoption W'ill be certified by the sec- 
’’etary of state. TJnder a decision of 
he supreme court

amendment 
ak es effect whenever its adoption is 
•fficially declared. Under the provis 
’ons of the amendment, 8 per cent of 
ttie voters or tw'o-thirds of the con­ 
gressional districts of the state may 
ur(>pose law's or amendments to the 
tate constitution.

Salt is purified by melting in the 
new' and rapid English process.

crude rocksalt is fed automatically to 
a table contained in a large furnace, 
is then fused and runs into troughs, 
from which it is drawn at one side 
of the furnace into large cauldrons.
